Col. Theodore Roosevelt, 
billed as a speaker at a noonday lunch- 
eon at the Hamilton club yesterday, 
arrived in Chicago in time to address 
the club, but he did not do so. Instead 
Gov. W. L. Harding of lowa was 
hastily enlisted as an emergency 
speaker and members of the club who 
heard him believed that Col. Roosevelt 
had not arrived in Chicago in time to 
speak. 

Col. Roosevelt himself gave the ex- 
planation. He did not speak at the 
Hamilton club because he could not 
Speak in Chicago at the present time 
| without telling the world what he 
thinks of William Hale Thompson. 

The Republican national commit- 
_ tee, under whose auspices Col. Roose- 
_velt.is speaking, did not care to be- 
come involved in a state primary. fight. 
Col. Roosevelt said he wouldn’t talk 


unless he could say what he wanted to 
say. 


Lorimer Incident Recalled. 

The incident recalled the celebrated 
refusal of Col. Roosevelt's father to 
speak at a Hamilton club banquet be- 
.cause the name of William Lorimer. 
then United States senator, appeared 
on the list of invited guests. The club 
got out of its difficulty by canceling 
the invitation to Lorimer. 

T. R. Jr. came to Chicago yesterday 
“fresh from a campaign in Maine, where 
the state elections are to be held a week 
from tomorrow. He was met at the 
La Salle street station by a committee 
from the national committee composed 
of Senator Harry 8S: New of Indiana, 
Mrs. Christine Bradley South, assist- 
ant secretary of the committee, and 


members of the executive committee. 


The party drove to the Blackstone 
hotel, where the lieutenant colonel met 
his sister, Mrs. Longworth. 

Can’t Keep Silent on Mayor. 

Senator New, chairman of the Re- 
publican speakers’ committee, told him 
ef the arrangements for him to speak 
at the Hamilton club. He immediately 
informed Senator New of the obstacles 
to his speaking in Illingis now and ex- 
plained that he did not believe he could 
keep quiet about Thompson and 
Thompsonism, 

He said he did not want to embarrass 
the national committee, as anything he 
said might be taken as a reflection 
of its attitude. Senator New sug- 
gestul that the only way out of the 
diffic#ity was canceling the speech. 
This was agreed to and Gov. Harding 
was called in as pinch hitter for Col. 
Roosevelt. 

Col. Roosevelt Explains. 

Col. Roosevelt, when asked about 
the incident, made the following state. 
ment: 

“My position on the present pri- 
mary contest in Illinois is well known. 
I could not speak in Illinois at this 
time without voicing it. The national 
committee, under whose auspices I 
am making this tour, has as its 
traditional policy noninterference in 
state primaries. They accordingly re- 
quested me not to speak in Illinois.” 

It became known that Col. Roosevelt 


' was not the only prominent Republican 


who has been kept out of Illinois as 
the result of feeling against Chicago’s 
mayor. Fiorello H. La Guardia, presi- 
dent of the board of estimates in New 
York City, who was leader in the recent 
triumph over the Tammany forces in 
New York, has refused to speak in 
Chicago at all during the present cam- 
paign. 

Binding While “ Bill” Is Mayor. 

His refusal is binding “as long as 
William Hale Thompson is mayor of 
Chicago,” to use his own language. La 
Guardia was formerly a member of con- 
gress and resigned to enter the avia- 
tion service during the war. He is 
‘ooked up to by all Italian Republicans 
in the country, especially since his vic- 
tory over Tammany. 

Before the Hamilton club engage- 
ment was canceled Lieut. Col. Roose- 
velt predicted Republican victory in 
Maine, where the tradition ‘ is’ that 
whenever the Republican candidate for 
governor gets more than 20,000 plu- 
rality in September the Republicans 
sweep the nation in November. Col. 
Roosevelt is confident of 25,000 plu- 
rality. }

Spark of Life 
Still Flickers 
in MacSwiney

MacSwiney was reported tonight as 
much weaker, but still conscious and 
determined to continue his hunger 
strike. Officials fear he may collapse, 
but Brixton prison authorities hope to 
prolong his life by feeding him when 
he becomes unconscious. 

Mrs. MacSwiney was depressed when 
she left his side tonight. She and her 
sister-in-law called at the American, 
French, Italian, and Belgian embassies 
today. to implore their intercession, but 
all the ambassadors were out. 

Sends Cable to President. 

Mrs. MacSwiney © today cabled ap- 
peals to President and Mrs. Wilson ask: 
ing their intervention to save her huv- 


An hour previous both Mr. and Mrs. 
Jacobson had refused to testify at an 
inquest held into Rhodes’ death by 
Coroner Peter M. Hoffman in Evans- 
ton. They based their refusal to testi- 
fy on the gfounds that they might in- 
criminate themselves. 


Under Suspicion, Jacobson Told. 

Jacobson was told frankly by Coroner 
Hoffman that he was under suspicion 
as to his activities the night of the 
crime. 

Several conflicting stories by Jacob- 
son came to light yesterday. Orie of 
these was his claim to the coroner and 
to others that he was a newspaper re- 
porter. This was proven untrue. 

At the same time the police learned 
that Jacobson has in the past been a 
“gun toter.” He carried his revolver, 
which ‘he showed to -nuttierous ac- 
quaintancés; in shoulder holster. 
was a .32 caliber revolver. 

Two Machines at Death Scene. 

At the inquest yesterday a neW wit- 
ness, produced by Chief of Police 
Charlies Leggett of Evanston, testified 
that two automobiles were present on 
East Prairie road at the time of the

The charge in a way was substanti- 
ated by President Veeck of the north 
side club, who gave out a statement 
that ‘included séveral telegrams sent: 
just prior to the start of the game 
warning him that the game was fixed. 

In an effort to thwart the conspira 
tors the north side management placed 
its strongest team im the game, even 
pitching Grover Alexander out of turn, 
but the team lost anyway, 3 to 0. Alex- 
ander had been offered a bonus of $500 
by the north side boss if he would win. 

Warnings Under Assumed Names. 

Hasty and incomplete investigations 
of the affair have produced the follow- 
ing facts and suppositions: 

Not one of the five names signed to 
five different telegrams received from 
Detroit, nor either of two names given 
by persons who used the long distance 
telephone from the same city could be 
identified In Detroit. Fake addresses 
were given in some instances. None of 
the names was in the Detroit city di- 
rectory. 

Detectives are working on the case 
and have been since last Tuesday, hav- 
ing been employed by the Cubs’ club. 

Messages from Handbook Men. 

Information from a Detroit investi- 
gator is to the effect that it is prob- 
able the messages of warning were 
sent to the Chicago elub by hand béok 
men in Detroit, who accepted large 
wagers on Philadelphia and then by 
means of the messages hoped to in- 
duce the Chicaga management to pitch ° 
Alexander out of turn, cross the bet- 
tors, and win their money. 

The fact developed that at one time 
within the last year twenty-six ball 
players in the big league were under 
suspicion of working crooked deals 
with gamblers. 
There is a rumor that at the present 
time three members of the White Sox 
are under suspicion, yet are Diaying in 
the game regularly. 

It was learned that bookmakers are 
operating in all parts of Chicago, espe- 
cially in numerous places in the loop, 
and accepting large wagers on base- 
ball every day. They also made book 
in the early spring on the pennant 
winner in each big league. 

As to Last Tuesday’s Game. 

As far as the game of last Tuesday 
is concerned, no one who saw it could 
point out any incident that would 
prove ft was fixed. 

President Veeck states that when the 

telegrams of warning began to pour in 
during the hour preceding the starting — 
time, he called Manager Mitchell into 
the office and they decided to make 
every effort to win the game, thus 
thwarting the gamblers, if there was 
any truth in the charges of a “ fixing” 
plot. 
They called In Aléxander and in- 
formed him they wished to win that 
particular game at any cost; offering 
him the $600 bonus if he would win. 

‘Take Aleck Out of Turs- 

It wasn’t Aleck's turn to work on the 
slab. For the last six weeks or more 
Manager Mitchell. has worked Alex- 
ander, Vaughn, Tyler, and Hendrix in 
rotation with few exceptions. Aleck 
had worked on Saturday, Tyler on Sun- 
day, Vaughn on Monday, and it was 
Hendrix's turn Tuesday. The Cub 
bosses figured Aleck as the best pos 
sible pitcher for the occasign. No other 


players on the team were admitted to 
the secret.

PREVENTING ROPY MILK. 


CCASIONALLY I receive a com- 

plaint about ropy milk, ther 

name being slimy milk. ing 

and Prucha of the University of 
Illinois recently wrote a bulletin on the 
subject, There is more complaint of 
ropy milk now than there was in the old 
days when the average milk was much 
dirtier than now. In the old days the 
acid producing bacteria present in such 
large numbers soured the milk before it 
could become ropy, and the germs which 
ae ropy milk do not grow in acid 
milk. 

Ordinary pasteurization, such as is 
practiced, does not always kill the germs 
of ropy milk to the same degree it kills 
the acid producers. And, finally, the 
germs of ropy milk grow at low tempera- 
tures. They will grow in milk kept in 
a fairly efficient refrigerator. 

So far as is known, ropy or slimy 
milk ig not unhealthy. It has not been 
known to cause disease. It does not 
greatly change the taste of the article. 
But it is objectionable. Consumers do 
not like it and dairymen are afraid of 
getting it in their supplies. 

The University of Illinois scientists 
were called on to investigate the cause 
of ropy milk coming from a large dairy. 
They came to the conclusion that the 
trouble was brought to this milk depot 
by the product of two farms. They hold 
that the trouble generally starts on the 
farm. The milk from a farm where it 
prevails infects the other milk, the cans, 
the vats, and machines at the milk plant 
until presently any bottle put out at 
that plant is likely to develop ropiness 
if kept in an icebox for two or three 
days. 


The old farmer method of curing ropl- 
ness was to wash all cans, pails, and 
utensils of every kind with sour milk. 
This cured it all right, but it left quick- 
ly souring milk in the place of ropy 
milk. In other words, the farmer over- 
grew the germs of ropy milk by those of 
sour milk and put up with rapidly sour- 
ing milk to get rid of the ropy article. 
But the present day milk consumer ob- 
jects to the rapidly souring article also. 
The outbreak investigated was an epi- 
demic in that it spread to all the product. 
The investigators found that if the milk 
was pasteurized at 140 F. for thirty 
minutes all germa of ropiness were 
killed. If alt vats, pans, kettles, pipes, 
cans, bottles-in a word, everything 
touched by the milk after pasteuriza- 
tion—were sterilized by steam pressure 
the pasteurized milk would not become 
reinfected. On a farm infected by this 
germ the milk cans and pails should be 
sterilized by steam under pressure or 
by chemical disinfectants.

Your child is of a nervous temperament, 
but has been made worse by bad training. 
You should not give him any kind of 
soothing sirup. The only remedy for the 
situation is training. Had you trained him 
from the beginning to ¢0 40 sleep without 
rocking you might have been spared your 
present predicament. Keep him out of crowds 
and away from people. The less he is played 
with or noticed by company the better oft 
you will be. He defi - 
nite quantities at ni imes. your 
wife a copy of Read's “ Mothercraft 
Manual" or Drummond's “The Child, Its 
Nature and Nurture,” read it, and follow the 
advice given there. Dre. Clark of Long Beach, 
Cal., have an excellent system for child train- 
ing, beginning with babies in arms. 


KEEP BABY AT BREAST. 

Mrs. J. H. P. writes: “1. Please teil 
me how to prepare certified milk? 32. 
My baby is a month old and does not 
sleep much. He seems hungry all the 
time. I have had a doctor see him. 
The doctor says I have plenty of milk.

REPLY. 

1. Certified milk is milk that has beef pro- 
duced on special farms and is certified to by 
a certifying commission. You buy it from 
dealers who sell certified milk. . 

2. Keep your baby at the breast. If you 
are giving plenty of milk, do not wean him. 
Breast milk is better than certified milk. 
The fact that you are taking herb tea should 
not cause you to wean him. Do not feed the 
baby oftener than every three hours. 


WHEN DOCTORS GUESS WRONG.

INDIA TROUBLE. 


Papers Start Funds to 
Show Confidence. 


BY HENRY MERCER.

CALCUTTA, Aug. 15.—Following the 
example of the London Morning 
Post, several English newspapers in 
India have started funds for Gen. Dyer 
as a mark of confidence in him and ap- 
proval of his conduct in the Indian 
massacre, and the European associa- 
tion has sent a strongly worded peti-, 
tion to Prime Minister Lloyd: George 


urging that the whole case, which re- air 


sulted in his dismissal, shouid be re- 
viewed. 

Indian feeling is running high in this 
connection and the condemnation of | 
Gen. Dyer, instead of quieting public 
opinion, has stirred up the trouble 
afresh. The action of the newspapers 
in collecting funds and of the European 
association in its petition have added! 
no small amount to the genera! unrest. 

Most of the European population is 
decidedly in favor of Gen. Dyer’s action 
and consider that it probably saved 
India from a widespread rebellion. — 


Not an Isolated Case. 


The unfortunate and regrettable in- 
cident at Amritsar and the resulting 
casualties—300 killed and above 1,000 
wounded—resulting from Gen. Dyer’s 
order to fire on the crowd was not an 
isolated case but only part of a wide- 
spread feeling of unrest throughout. 
India and in stopping this with a strong 
hand it is not too much to say that 
Gen. Dyer saved India from a serious 
rebellion. | 

As 2 counter blast to the action in 
Gen. Dyer’s support has come a procla- 
mation of a general strike planned to 
be called throughout India among the 
Mohammedan population. The Khila- 
fat are apparently divided on this mat- 
ter. In fact, serious discussions are 
taking place in their ranks and the 
national congress is in the throes of 
great troubles and dissensions. 

National Congress Split’ 

When congress joined hands with the 
Moslem league it was felt that a great 
victory had been gained by the Na- 
tionalists. The league, had not previ- 
ously been eye to eye with the Hindus; 
in fact, it was originally formed to pre- 
vent Hindu encroachment upon Mo- 
hammedan rights and privileges. The 
men who are now taking the lead in 
the congress have ideals totally dif- 
ferent from those of the Hindus. 

Here is one of the rocks on which 
the two parties are split. The Hindu 
extremists are very anxious to get rid 
of the British, but they seé that any 
British withdrawal will be followed by 
Johammedan supremacy and they have 
no desire to be ruled by either Afghans, 
Turks, or Indian Moslems.

Gov. Coolidge Appoints

Boston, Mass., Sept. 4.—Gov. Cool- 
idge today named Carl A. Barrett and 
Eugene Buckley, local newspaper men, 
as members of the state boxing com- 
mission, of which Col. A. F. Foote, 
commissioner of public safety, is chair- 
man.- The executive council adjourned 
this afternoon without taking action on 


their appointment, so that under a 
ruling of the attorney general] on the 
new boxing law there appeared to be 


baseman. The bunting game is used 
to gain an advantage and then hold 
it by playing careful ball. Once a 
team gets the advantage of three or 
four runs, no attempts are made to cut 
runs off at the plate.

Where White Made Mistake. 


One of the best examples of a fighter 
not using the proper strategy was in 
the recent Charley White-Benny Leon- 
ard fight decided here July 4. White 
had the fight won for eight rounds. 
He had established such a lead that 
Leonard’s only chance for victory was 
a knockout. Instead of working on his 
large margin White attempted to carry 
the fight to the lightweight champion 
and was knocked out in the ninth ses- 
sion, 

Had White been content with his ad- 
vantage and permitted Leonard to do 
all the forcing the Chicagoan would 
have been credited with a popular ten 
round decision over the king of the 
lightweights. It simply was a lack of 
headwork on White's part, an essential 
qualification to boxing which so many 
fighters lack. 


Brains Behind Fighters. 


Dempsey and Miske have had the 
experience to know th points. Their 
managers, Jack Kearns for. Dempsey 
and Jack Reddy for Miske, are two 
the foxiest seconds in the game, and it 
is almost a certainy neither will per- 
mit his man to take chances if he has 
gained a commanding lead early in the 
battle. At the same time neither man- 
ager is foolish enough not to send his 
man out if he is being beaten. If this 
is the case then the winning fighter 
must resort to strategy to avoid dam- 
aging blows. | 

Miske realizes he has the big opportu- 
nity of his career and has taken every 
precaution to be in the best of shape. 
He has worked faithfully on the road. 
This training has consisted of wind 
sprints, short jogs, and fast walks over 
a five mile course.

When the water is sent into the cylin- 
ders upon the intake stroke the charge 
is naturally cooled.

In 
the explosion stroke the water pre 
vents a heat loss by taking sore of 
the heat into the mixture only to give 
up later when the heat is needed in 
the cylinder. 
This explanation may be taken as 


being correct with the th 
to water decomposition wrong. this 


theory assumes that the water present 
during the explosion is decomposed 
into its elements, oxygen and hydro- 


gen, and that the presence of the oxy- 


gen makes it possible for free carbon 


\ 


to combine with it, thus effecting per- 


fect combustion. There is no proof of 
this, though it may be possible that 
water does decompose to some extent 
at high pressure and at the high tem- 
perature which obtains automobile 
engine cylinders. 


However the matter ig explained, the 
fact remains that the use of the water 
is beneficial and the apparent magic 
which gives the engine more power on 
a damp day is something real. As to 
the carbon removing ability of the 
water, there is something to be said. 
Surely a caked deposit cannot be re- 
moved by water or steam unless by 
luck. Many é@wners have said that 
the use of water stopped pre-ignition 
and knocking, and very likely this is 
true, because the ter may have 


removed the small cles of carbon, | 


which became incandescent and caused 
pre-ignition, which in turn caused the 
knocking. It also is possible for the 
water to prevent carbon from deposit- 
ing in any quantity which it would do 
under normal conditions.
